HE great importance of this caafe, and its 

general reference, as bas been obferved 
the counfel ppon both fides, to the laws of Scotland, 
with refpe& to fending members to Parliament, will 
uadoubtedly, entitle it to every degree of the molt 
anxious invension which your Lordhips can pofli: 
ow upon it. . 

— 4 te tt in which ie ftruck my mind, laid 
me under no fmall difficulty and embarraffment, 
whether we could enter into the queftion of fraud 
in this cafe.—It ftrikes the mind with indigoation, 
where 9 fraud upon the law bas actually beeo com- 
mitted, that the Court, aad Judges compofing that 
Court, are the on! perfons, and fhould be the only 
perfons in all the country that are confcious 
foes fraud, and incapable of going ioto it; and 
confequently not able to decide upon it.—-That 
would be rendering jultice deficient, and embarrafling 
the Court by its own rules of decifion. 

Where there is actual fraud, your Lordthips 
would certainly be anxious to purfue that fraud, 
with all the diligence and effect it can poffibly be 
peed with, in order to do juftice in the marter. 

n I-ufethe word fraud here, I lie under the 
neceflity of ig CY myfelf, that I {peak of fraud 

ly in the legal fenfe.—It happens, that hy the

~ and properly agreed by the counfel upon both fides,

Court of Seffion merely ; and you ought to pronounce 
no judgment in this place, but that which the Court

Io. confidering of this cafe, I take it to be ex- 
tremely clear, That, by the law of Scotland, the 
eltate which is pretended in thefe deeds, if it be a 
real eflate, taken and enjoyed by the grantee of that 
eftate fairly, and dyna fide for his own ufe and be- 
néfit, does give a vote for a member to ferve in 
Parliament. 

My Lords, by the ancient law of Scotland, as 
your Lordthips perfectly well know, every vaflal of 
‘the Crown, every Baron, properly {peaking, appear- 
din Parliament, and his fub-feus were in ancient 
times not regarded much more than tacks are now. 
It was of no confequence to his title for appearing 
it’ Parliament, how much of the beneficial interett, 
was in him : he reprefented the whole land— After- 
watds, when the attendance of the leffer vaffals or 
Barons, who held from the Crown, was difpenfed 
With, and they appeared only by their reprefenta- 
tives, thofe who voted for the reprefentatives, voted 
for them in the very fame right that he fat in Par- 
Tiament by ; confequently the right to. vote for the 
teprefentative was in the immediate tenant of the 
Crown, Jet thofe who held under him enjoy ever fo 
miich'of the beneficial part of the eftate. 

*In 1681, when the mode of electing in Scotland 
came to be fettled, thefe principles were exactly fo! ,.
